Upon receiving his ballot,

A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, 


but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter.

ON PLANTING FISH 


Dr. James A. Henshall writing in 


the Walton League Monthly gives 
quite a few tips on "planting of sma.ii 
fry and fingerlings." 
In 
part 
he 


states, "We must use care and judg- 
ment in stocking our waters." 
In- 


stead of being dumped or poured in- 
to streams, the. fry should V>e handled 
with jealous care a.ml just apprecia- 
tion of value of life, especially in such 
defenseless creatures. 


In planting 
tho fry he advises: 


"The 
first 
consideration to he ob- 


served is that the temperature of 
the water in the can, containing the 
fingerlings, and that of the stream 
should be uniform. Ho states that a 
sudden or violent elvingn of tempera- 
ture is detrimental to thn life of cold 
bloode.d creatures. The water in the 
can should be dipped out. and the wa- 
ter of the stream flipped in to the can 
until they are the same temperature 
before the fish are planted, then the 
mouth of the can should he partly sub- 
merged, allowing the fish to swim out 
into the stream without confusion; or 
the can may he inverts and the fish 
gently emptied Just under the surface 
of the water. 


"Young 
flah 
should 
never 
be 


planted in op<>n water," says the doc- 
tor, "for if they are not swallowed 
by largo fish they eventually succumb 
to polluted water. 
Thoy should pe 


planted in the upper reaches where

That milk which comes from tuber- 


culous cattle should 
be 
prevented 


from reaching: consumers in the city 
of Appleton was the opinion of Mayor 
H. C. Reuter when interviewed on the 
subject by a Post-Crescent represent- 
tative. The mayor said that the dan- 
ger from tuberculous cows was a 
thing to be determined by the city 
physician and that if he decided that 
it was dangerous to the public health, 
steps should be taken to prevent it. 
Mayor Reuter was told that Dr. Fel- 
liam Felton, 
city physician had al- 


ready 
expressed himself heartily in 


favor of an ordinance which would re- 
quire that all cows from which milk 
was brought into Appleton should be 
tested for tuberculosis. 


When questioned on the existing 


laws and ordinances in regard to Ap- 
plet on's milk supply, Theodore Berg, 
city attorney cited at once the case 
brought before the Supreme court of 
the state in the January term of 1911, 
when the Milwaukee ordinance de- 
manding the testing of cows with tu- 
berculin tests for 
tuberculosis 
was 


contested. In this case. J. Timlin, a 
Waukesha farmer engaged in 
ship- 


pins milk into the city of Milwaukee 
started a case against the city to en- 
join the enforcement of the ordinance. 


NEED CERTIFICATE 


The ordinance provided that each 


can. bottle or 
container 
of 
milk 


shipped into Milwaukee should 
bp 


stamped with the name, address and 
place of business of the shipper and 
that unless this shipper filed 
within 


a year of the passing of the ordinance 
a health certificate from a licensed 
veterinary surgeon stating- that the 
cows from which the milk was taken 
had been tested and proved free from 
tuberculosis by the tuberculin tests, 
the 
milk would be confiscated and 


destroyed. These 
certificates 
were 


good for one year only and had to 
be renewed annually. 


The court took up the case from 


the tuberculin test angle, from the 
partial and unequal operation basis, 
from the confiscation of private prop- 
erty without due process of law and 
found that in every instance the or- 
dinance was lawful. 
Experts were 


brought in to testify concerning the 
fact that bovine bacillus of the dis- 
ease could cause tuberculosis in the 
human being and the court decided 
that if tuberculosis in cows in any 
way impaired the public health, that 
the ordinance would stand. The court 
decided that while the tuberculin test 
was not infallible, it was the best 
available at that time. It also main- 


tained that the public health depart- 
ment in the 
city took very careful 


measures in regard to the animals in 
the city and that destruction of the 
milk when the distributors willfully 
refused to comply with the ordinance 
was the only means of punishment. 


The only ordinance in Appleton re 


garding milk is the classification of 
dealers and their licenses. The stand 
ards of milk and its sanitation is de 
termined by state regulation which 
among other things forbids the sell 
ing 
of milk from sick 
or diseased 


cows. The reason that tuberculous 
cattle do not automatically come un 
der 
the heading of diseased 
cows 


is that without a test 
they 
can- 


not be proved to be in an unhealthful 
condition.
